President Harding told congress 
that if the statutory laws for pro­

Mr. Dana said that counting em- 
ployees of states, counties, muni­ 
cipalities and townships, the army 
of civilian public employees in the 
United States numbers above 3,000,- 
<*00, or one for every seven fami­ 
lies. The payroll of this army is 
about 
$3,000,000,000 
a year, 
of 
which $600,000,000 is spent by the 
federal government. 
One quarter of the total of sal­ 
aries paid, Mr. Dana charged, is 
wasted in supernumerary employes, 
unnecessary duplication of work, in-

“Could waste be stopped in the 
public service,”

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THE RURAL CREDIT BILL. 


The Administration rural credits bill was introduced 
in the house by Representative Anderson of Minnesota, 
and in the senate by Senator Lenroot of Wisconsin. 
It provides for an extension of the powers and fa­ 
cilities of the farm loan banks so that they may redis­ 
count farm paper, having maturity of from six months 
to three years. It would make available $60,000,000, to be 
distributed equally between the 12 farm loan banks, for 
this purpose. The farm loan banks would be authorized 
to rediscount farm paper for national and state banks 
and trust companies, incorporated livestock loan com­ 
panies, farm credit companies, co-operative credit com­ 
panies and other banking institutions. 
Until the text of the measure is available judgment 
can not be passed on it, but from the information at 
hand it would seem that the intent of the bill is to pro­ 
vide permanent facilities for the rediscount o f/farm 
paper having a maturity beyond the limit of paper eligi­ 
ble for rediscount by the Federal Reserve Bank.

would make permanent the facilities afforded tempor­ 
arily by the War Finance Corporation. This is the least 
that should be done in the matter of rural credits, and it 
is to be hoped that this much will be done promptly.—

Final decision on the appeal of Elias 
Ridge, 14-year old negro sentenced 
to be electrocuted for the brutal 
murder of Mrs. George Adair, of 
Mayes county, in August, was de­ 
layed 
for 
thirty days 
when 
the 
state criminal court 0f appeals grant 
ed fifteen days to both the state 
and defense to brief their cases, at 
an oral hearing of the case this 
week. 
Ridge is said to be the youngest 
person to have ever received the 
death penalty in Oklahoma. His sen­ 
tence aroused a storm Qt protest on 
account of his youth. Hundreds of 
letters against his electrocution have 
been received by Gov. J. B. A. Rob- 
ertson from all over the country. 
The society for the advancement 
of the negro race filed a protest, 
as did several other organizations. 
Newspapers invited contributions and 
published columns of comment ap­ 
proving and protesting Ridge’s ex­ 
ecution. Some of the .published pro­ 
tests based arguments against the 
carrying out of the sentence on the 
youth of the murder, and in other 
instances 
the 
capital 
punishment 
laws were excoriated. 
W. D. Matthews, state commiss­ 
ioner of charities and corrections, 
was one of a commission sent b>‘ 
the governor to examine Ridge at 
the penitentiary. Because Ridge had 


pleaded guilty, it was pointed out, 
he was barred by statute from fil­ 
ing an appeal, and Matthews, act­ 
ing as “ next friend” in his official 
capacity, 
filed 
the appeal 
upon 
which action is now pending. 
Matthews held that Ridge, being 
a convict less than sixteen years of 
age, is a ward of the state, he 
said. 
Dr. A. 
R. Lewis, 
state 
health 
commissioner, also a member of the 
commission tQ examine Ridge, repor­ 
ted, however, that the negro ap­ 
peared both mentally and physically 
to have attained full maturity, and 
that his knowledge of right and 
wrong seemed to be well developed 
but that he was “ without compunct­ 
ions.” 
Ridge was to have been executed 
November 17, but the filing of his 
appeal acted as an automatic stay 
pending a decision by the criminal 
court of appeals.
